5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  state  tax  com- 
mission reevaluate  the  Town  of  Stark  at  a  cost  of  $7,500 
to  be  paid  in  three  equal  amounts  of  $2,500  per  year. 
Reevaluation  will  take  place  during  the  third  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  continue  with  the  policy  of 
charging  a  fee  of  $10  for  the  private  use  of  the  Town  Hall, 
and  the  charging  of  a  $20  fee  for  the  private  nonresidential 
use  of  the  Town  Hall.  (Resident  nonprofit  civic  organiza- 
tions will  be  granted  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  at  no  cost.)

This  past  year  we  answered  68  calls.  We  had  3  court  cases  and 
6  cases  of  breaking  and  entering,  9  traffic  accidents  and  1  case  of 
accidental  drowning  at  Pike  Pond. 

I  was  able  to  attend  two  seminars  offered  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  which  were  held  at 
the  Berlin  Vocational  Technical  College.  The  courses  were,  (1) 
Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs,  (2)  Alcohol  and  the  Drunken 
Driver.  These  were  8  hour  courses  each. 

There  will  be  seminars  this  year  in  April,  May  and  June  on 
the  new  criminal  code,  and  I  am  hoping  to  be  able  to  attend. 

We  also  attended  meetings  of  the  Coos  County  Law  Enforce- 
ment Association.  The  Stark  Police  Department  hosted  two  of 
these  at  Albert  Cloutier's  camp  at  which  the  guest  speakers  were; 
Governor  Meldrim  Thomson  Jr.  and  Joseph  Vitik,  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Prison  Warden. 

Our  Department  had  another  busy  year  and  we  were  able  to 
purchase  a  few  more  needed  supplies. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  cooperated  with  us  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SERVICE  RENDERED  IN 
THE  TOWN  OF  STARK 
1972 


Mental  health  services  for  the  town  of  Stark  during  the  past 
year  were  expanded  over  services  given  in  previous  years.  Both 
individuals  and  families  have  received  counseling  and  children 
attending  schools  in  Stark  and  Groveton  have  been  helped. 

Stark  residents  have  received  counseling,  either  in  their  homes 
or  at  the  Colebrook  or  Groveton  office,  and  the  schools  attended 
by  Stark  children  have  been  visited  to  develop  plans  for  assisting 
students  with  problems.  Among  the  services  being  given  to  stu- 
dents are  psychological  evaluations;  individual  counseling;  and 
counseling  with  families,  either  at  school,  at  home,  or  in  the 
clinic  office.  Plans  for  helping  the  child  in  the  classroom  are  dis- 
cussed with  the  teacher  and  with  other  helping  agencies,  such  as 
special  education  and  the  school  nurse. 

Because  the  agency  is  locally  based  and  operated,  patients 
can  be  helped  quickly,  with  the  result  that  very  few  residents 
need  to  go  on  to  New  Hampshire  Hospital  or  other  resources 
out  of  the  area. 

Stark's  contribution  to  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Mental 
Health  Service  helps  in  obtaining  matching  funds  from  state  and 
other  sources;  and  it  insures  that  the  staff  is  consistently  avail- 
able when  needed.  Costs  are  kept  at  a  minimum  without  im- 
pairing quality  of  care;  and  per  capita  costs  for  our  area  are  far 
below  those  of  other  rural  mental  health  programs. 

Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Mental  Health  Service,  Inc.,  meets 
all  state  and  professional  standards  for  such  programs  and  is  a 
full  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Associaiton  of  Community 
Mental  Health  Agencies. 

Our  staff  is  prepared  to  respond  to  your  requests.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 


In  July  of  1972  we  were  notified  that  our  Supervisory  Union 
had  received  a  Federal  Grant  from  the  Experimental  Schools 
Program  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  grant  came  about  as  a  direct 
result  of  an  application  which  was  submitted  in  March,  1972  by 
Roger  Goodson,  the  principal  in  Stratford.  The  Grant  was  to  in- 
clude not  only  Stratford  but  the  entire  Supervisory  Union.  Since 
receiving  the  Grant  the  administration,  staff,  school  boards,  local 
citizens  and  students  have  worked  very  hard  on  a  planning  com- 
mittee. A  needs  assessment  was  made  of  each  district  and  possible 
programs  recommended  for  inclusion  in  the  project.  By  the  first 
of  March  a  proposal  will  have  been  sent  to  Washington  outlining 
a  program  for  the  next  five  years.  If  the  program  is  accepted 
funding  will  be  for  the  five  year  period. 

The  Supervisory  Union  Special  Education  Project  in  cooper- 
ation with  Title  I  is  providing  aid  for  children  with  special  needs 
in  the  areas  of  learning  disabilities,  speech,  language  develop- 
ment and  intellectual  impairment. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  library  trustees  and  the  select- 
men, both  the  library  and  town  hall  have  been  utilized  by  the 
school.  The  new  heater  in  the  library  has  made  it  very  convenient 
to  make  valuable  use  of  this  facility.  The  Community  Action 
Program  (Mainstream)  has  also  made  it  possible  for  us  to  provide 
custodial  service  for  these  facilities  as  well  as  for  the  school. 

A  report  has  been  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation describing  a  plan  by  which  Stark  can  meet  the  Minimum 
Standards  for  Elementary  Schools.  The  areas  of  concern  at  this 
time  are  art  and  music  which  are  both  included  in  the  new  bud- 
get. 

As  is  witnessed  in  the  other  schools  in  the  Supervisory  Union, 
Stark  has  greatly  increased  its  participation  in  the  services  of  the 
Multimedia  Center  of  North  Country  Educational  Services. 

I  personally  would  like  to  take  this  opprotunity  to  thank  the 
school  board,  the  staff,  and  the  citizens  of  Stark  for  their  ex- 
cellent cooperation  and  support  which  we  have  received  during 
this  year.
